Although he had been in declining health for several 
years, Mr. Sowers became seriously ill only two weeks ago, 
and was removed to the hospital IO days ago.

T hese sam ples varied greatly in color, taste, 
odor an d alcoholic co n ten t; six contained sm all am ounts of m ethyl 
alcohol. 
T he sam ples were probably representative of th e illicit 
liquor sold anyw here.
